Many residents in China will learn of the loss 
of this gallant tittle gunboat with special regret, 
Since she was known up and down the Yangiaé 
for years, and often put into Shanghai. for 
overhauls, Before 1037, when Japanese action 
enused. the British population ‘of many river 
ports to thin out, the Ladybird had been the 
Fallying point of many a small foreign com= 
munity upriver, ‘The oMeers and erews which 
manned her during her sometimes dreary vigils 
fon. the river, were welcome wherever they 
Went, Of recent years the Ladybird gured 
Prominently in the mews, When she was shelled 
by Japanese artillery nese Wuhu, and damaged, 
‘This ‘was an entirely unprovoked, attack, and 
hat 1 dia not lead to a major incident was due 
{o the tact of her commander and other officers 
‘Who were on ‘board. On the outbreak of the 
war in. Europe, the Ladybird was transferred 
from Shanghai to. Hongkong and later (0 
Singapore, “from where she. sailed to the 
Mediterranean. ‘During this time, however, her 
movements were clouded in official secrecy, and 
the first definite information Shanghai received 
as, to her whereabouts was when the news 
arrived that she had been engaged in assisting 
Generat Wavell's attack on the Tlalians in Libya 
‘There she was hit by enemy shells and sustained 
some casualties; Her two six-inch guns had 
‘been used to shell Ttallan positions along the 
Efbyan coast, and owing to her light draft, she 
was able to creep close in under the enémy's 
Buns and inflict a lot of damage. It would

Threat From Libya

An Anniversary 


‘Sunday seven hundred and twenty-six 
years ago King John gave one of his usual 
displays of temper. He had just signed Magna 
Carta, and the first step towards British freedom 
had thus beon made. Then through the centuries 
the struggle for liberty of the individual was 
‘continued with varying results, until the ideals 
‘of democracy were attained, and the British 
form of Government established for other 
natlong fo copy. It hes been rightly: said that 
the story of the British has been one of slow, 
continual revolution, and that while other 
nations were shaken periodically by terrific 
convulsions the British were able to reach thelr 
objectives with far less blood-letting. For that 
Probably the national genius for compromise 
was largely responsible, the Civil War belng 
the only principal exception to the rule. Today 
Britain, her Empire and her Allies are struggl- 
ing in ‘a worldwide revolution which has been 
forced upon them. Their conflict is with forces 
which would reduce the world to a stale much 
worse than when Magna Carta formed the first 
success: in the fight Upwards from the misery 
‘and degradation of the: Dark Ages. Hitler it is 
reported has his fits of temper,—not the only 
similarity between the two men, for John was 
falso a cunning schemer and a man of dishonour, 
‘and the forces arrayed against him are pre- 
paring for the day when he will have io 
‘admit defeat, as John eventually had. As 
Magna Carta opened the way for a betier 
world, so will Allied victory in this war. There 
jean be no going back to the old ways, but the 
‘establishment of a new moral order, in which 
the rule of law will be revived, and security 
Jamongst nations which will permit them to 
Jwork out their destinies unmenaced by the 
threats of evil rien. The way may be long and 
‘hard but the benefits to be won are well worth 
‘the sacrifices. That the people of the Empire 
fully realize as do those other nationals, whose 
governments though for the moment dispossess- 
fed are continuing the fight, and when it ends 
@ new Magna Carta will be written, not for 














shown themselves to be an improvement’ even 
upon the eight-gun Spitfires and Hurricanes.

The British cannon, how- 
ever, iy believed to be a great advance on 
anything the Germans have so far used. The 
efficiency of the fighters on which it has been 
installed has not been lessened, but rather has 
thelr deadliness been increased, since one hit 
from one of the cannon's very sensitively fused 
shells Is believed sufficient to wreck any enemy 
plane. The British cannon is remarkable for its 
effective range, its rate of fire, and iy more ac- 
curate over a long distance that the machine- 
gun, Its calibre is about twenty millimetres. 
The fuses of the shells of cannon such as this 
have to be remarkably sensitive, since they 
must explode when striking even the fabric of 
the plane at which they are fired, Tt has been 
found that the shells fired from German plane- 
cannon have not always exploded, and have 
caused some casualties among British civiligns 
when they have been picked up off the groun 

Some time ago official warnings were 
advising souvenir hunters to leave these shells 
alone and to warn the local authorities when 
they were found. They are liable to explode 
‘on the slightest impact, and many people have 
suffered needlessly as a result of thelr curiosity. 


The Italian Air Force 

‘One of the mysteries of the war has been the 
comparative ineffectiveness of the Ialian air 
force, though they were supposed before the 
‘outbreak of hostilities to have one of the most 
‘eMcient flying arms in the world. In actual 
practice, however, it has been shown that the 
Dest of the Italian machines which have so far 
been in ‘action have: proved po; match for. the 
British” Gladiatory—q_ machine ‘ whieh ‘is . con 
sidered “Inthe” Royal "Air’ Force In’ the ‘British 
Isles {0 be obsolescent, if not ‘obsolete.

‘as being among the first light before the war, 
In fact, they were the principal opponents of 
Britain in the Schnelder Cup contests, and for 
‘2 period it looked as if the Italian. design and 
construction might prove superior to anything 
which the British might produce, In this war 
it has been shown, however, that the Italians 
have not benefitted from thelr experiments. in 
spetd-—unless they have something up their 
sleeves, which eeems unlikely that the 
planes ‘they have put up against the British 
have been disastrously inadequate to meet the 
demands of modern warfare. ‘The Fiat CR 42, 
for example, are fighters armed with only two 
machine guns and capable of a speed of only 
270 miles an hour. An improvement on these 
planes is the Macchi C 200, but the speed is only 
‘about 300 malles an hour—not nearly enough 10 
enable them to meet a Hurricane on equal 
terms. The Flat G 50, another new fighter, is, 
farmed with four machine guns, but has a 
speed of only about 300 miles ‘an hour. No 
‘amount of Mussolini bombast can make it the 
equal of some of the planes which the British 
are now regarding as being not good enough 
for first line combat, Tn bombers also the Ttalian 
air force has proved to be pitifully behind the 
times. Their Savoia Marchetti S 79 is eMictent, 
being armed with four guns and being capable 
‘of 300 miles an hour, But thelr Caproni CA 133 
bomber can do no’ more than 200 miley an 
hour and is on easy mark forthe more speedy 
British planes, ‘The Malian reconnaissance plane, 
the Meridionati RO 37, does only 240 miles an 
hour, while the Italian flying boats, the Cant 
Z S01, have proved to be too slow to be of any 
real Value in modern war. Al experls are 
‘asking themselves what has happened {o all 
the research the Italians are known to have put 
into aeroplane construction before the war. 1s 
it possible that the Fascist regime has allowed 
all this priceless knowledge to be thrown ove1 
board? Or have the Italians something in re~ 
serve which they are holding back for a big- 
ger blow? The latter seems unlikely, With the 
Italian empire reduced to such straits that it is 
now almost non-existent, is it probable that 
the Italians would not have put forth their 
utmost air strength to save themselves?

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PRESSURE ON RUSSIA 


June 11, 

The report, from Ankara, that Germany is 
preparing 0 apply presstire upon Soviet 
Russia (0 secure consent for the passage of 
troops by land and sea from Constanza to 
Batum is interesting and probably very im~ 
portant. It is that the German high 
command is concentrating forces in Moldavia 
for that purpose the idea being again to 
eréate the old threat to the Ukraine through 
Bessarabia, which was somewhat reduced. 
when the Germans made their attack upon 
Greece, in the hope that the Russians would 
succumb to the threat, and permit Hitler to 
have his way. At any rate for the moment. 
German intrigues in Iraq failed; the rebel 
government has been ousted and in its place: 
‘there is the old one which was and is friendly 
1o Great Britain. That has necessitated a 
change of plan, It might be that, if German 
assistance to the Vichy forces in Syria could’ 
be sent there in time and the British and 
Free French advance into that country 
defeated, the reverse which Germany has 
suffered in the Middle East might be avenged. 
Failing that alternative echemes must be 
vesorted to. 

‘While German forces with the consent_of 
Russia might be ferried across the Black Sea 
to Batum without. much interference, the 
danger which the Soviet has to fear is that 
if the Germans were ever {o get into the 
neighbourhood of the Caucasian oilfields, — 
and that is precisely where they would be| 
it they ever arrived in Batum,—they would. 
proceed to take advantage of the fact and 
supply their needs from Russian rather than. 
“Traian sources. It would constitute  just| 
such another penetration by fraud as thost 














several others which have proved so success~ 
ful, and would relieve the Germans of fight- 
in 


their way to Iraq in the course of which 
y could depend upon British resistance, 
thelr difficulties being increased by the great. 
istances involved. ‘The main fact is that 
Hitler's need for oil {s becoming increasingly | 
great, and the more this is so the greater the 
possibility of his resorting to all manner of 
Aesperate devices to supply that need. 

‘The concentration of large forces in 
Moldavia is of an importance which should 
not be in any way discounted, Hitler's 
determination not to Aight on two fronts may 
be modified by circumstances, and it would 
‘be dangerous to believe that’ he would not| 
do so if and when his need for oi! becomes 
more pressing. It will obviously be a matter: 
of complete unconcern on his part whether 
he obtains his supplies from Iraq, or from 
the Caucasus so long as he gets them, and 
if Stalin ever permitted Hitler to encroach 
into the area between the Black and Caspian 
Seas he might have the greatest difficulty in 
getting him out. A great deal will depend 
upon what action Stalin will take under 
German pressure. Tt would scem that his 
best answer would be to prepare counter 
measures against a possible invasion of the 
Urraine, though there is some doubt as to 
the ability of the Russian armies successfully 
to withstand a German invasion. But 
against this has to be wefghed the fact that 
should Russia permit German passage by 
jand round the Black Sea to Batum she will 
have let the Germans in for good and all. 

It may be taken for granted that Hitler’ 
will make all sorts of promises if by doing 
so he can get his way peacefully. He would 
not like at this juncture to have to fight, even 
successfully, with Russia, for it would mean 
the occupation of Inrge forces and the loss 














of very considerable time in a war in which | 


time is becoming the increasingly important 
factor, but oil and his need for it may force 
him to lengths {o which originally he was 
reluctant to go, Another important factor 
in the situation’ would be, providing Stalin 
gave way, the encirclement of Turkey. That 
country has valiantly withstood pressure and 
blandishments from Berlin from well before 
‘the commencement of the war. Its Govern- 
‘ment has frequently announced its intention 
‘of defending itsel? against aggression, but, 
if, the Germans got into Iraq via the 
Caucasus, the position of the Turks would 
indeed become precarious, though there is 
comfort to be found in the fact that the more 
Hitler lengthens his lines of action, the wider 
he spreads his forces, the weaker he must 
ultimately become! 





THE SYRIAN INVASION 


June 11. 


While more news concerning the invasion 
of Syria appears to be coming from Vichy 
rather than from the British command it 
is now known that the British and the Free 
French,—possibly assisted by  Arabs,—are 
making their way into Sytia along at least 
three routes. One column is reported to be 
proceeding along the coast with Beyrouth as 
the immediate objective. A second is 
Griving toward Damascus, and at the time of 
writing was reported to be within 40 miles 
of that city, while the third is said to be 
striking from the Euphrates, out of Iraq 
towards Aleppo. If there are any more 
columns on the move no indication of the 
fact has appeared up to the present in the 
news cables. The strength of the British and 
Free French columns has not been revealed 
but it is reported that Vichy controls forces 
variously estimated as between 30,000 and 
60,000 men. Of these about 15,000 are re- 
Ported to be French, and the disunion 
amongst them is evidenced by the desertion 
of 4,000 of them to the Allies. 

It’ would be foolish in the extreme to 
expect that the invasion of Syria will prove 
to be anything in the nature of a walk-over. 
Already there are claims made by Vichy to 
the effect that a stern resistance is being 
offered, and it is to be expected that General 
Dentz will do his utmost to hold out in the 
hope that the Germans will send greater 
assistance than appears to be already in 
Syria, so that at least the various aerodromes, 
which may still be of value to the Germans 
may continue to be held. No reliance what~ 
ever is to be placed in the German story 
that so far as Berlin is concerned the matter 
is an issue between Vichy and Great Britain, 
‘The elimination of the French Government 
of the mandated territory and the establish 
‘ment of Allied control of the country and its 
Ports would mean a definite strengthening 
of the British and Allied position in the 
eastern Mediterranean, and to some extent 
would offset the effects of the reverse in 
Crete. It is to be expected, therefore, that 
Germany will intervene directly that becomes 
possible. 

Tn the meantime a great deal is being 
made by Vichy spokesmen to the effect 
that the invasion of Syria is an aitack 
on the French Empire. Thus 10 quote 
‘M. Benoit-Mechain “The most painful 
side of this aggression is that a few 
Frenchmen could have been abused and. 
blinded by: a foreign army which 
ig fighting to tear away from the mother 
country a part of its Empire” Syria is 
nothing of the sort. It is an independent 
state and has been since 1936, France having 
certain privileges. It was in that year that 
4 delegation of the Syrian Republic visited 
Paris to discuss with the French Govern- 
‘ment a treaty based upon that between Great 
Britain and Iraq. Finally a treaty of friend~ 
ship and alliance between the two States was 
signed on September 9 and ratified by the 
Syrian Parliament on December 26. Under 
the terms of the Treaty Syria became an 
independent state and was fo be a member 
of the League of Nations. Syria and France 
were to be in perpetual alliance, French 
troops were to be stationed in certain parts 
of the new State, and in other respects the 
Traian precedent was followed. The dis- 
triets of Jebel Druse and Latakia, inhabited 
by compact minorities, were to te given a 
special status within the Syrian Republic, a 
similar arrangement being decided upon for’ 
Greater Lebanon. 

It has never been claimed ‘by the British 
that Iraq was a part of the British Empire,| 
‘and it is somewhat surprising at this late 
hour that men claiming to be responsible 
French statesmen should claim for Syrin a 
status which definitely does not exist. It is 
not a part of the French Empire.. It never’ 
was. At the most it was mandated territory 
to which that amount of independence has 
‘been ceded that it was able to enter into a 
treaty with France which clearly stipulated 
the relationships existing between the two 
countries. But it does not particularly 
matter what is claimed in this instance. It! 
is being made quite clear to Vichy that if 
any part of the French Empire is at any 
time used by Germany for the prosecution 
of the war against Britain and her Allies 
appropriate action will have to be taken. It 
is only common sense that this should be the 
ease, and if Viehy wishes to avert further’ 
trouble it will refrain from giving any such 
assistance to Germany. 


A FRANK SPEECH 


June 12. 

‘Mr. Churchill's speech in the House of! 
‘Commons during the debate on the conduct 
of the war was just as frank as it possibly 
cuuld be considering all the circumstances| 
and the Imperative necessity of giving the| 
enemy very little information. It is one of| 
the faults of democracy, though, perhaps, not 
a very important one, that Governments are 
called upon to defend themselves against 
criticism during periods of crisis, which dicta- 
tors are able to avoid. Mr. Churchill made 
‘a very good point when he insisted that 
Hitler, and Mussolini are never called upon 























to explain their mistakes, such as the Ger- 
man loss of the Bismarck, and the Italian loss 
of an empire. They donot do so, because. 
in the first place, they do not have to, and, in 
the second, because they are in the pos 
of having’ completely suppressed criticism. 
It is not a question of their commanding any 
greater confidence in their countries than Mr. 
Churchill commands in his, for, probably, 
if the truth were known, very considerable 
underground dissatisfaction is being express- | 
ed because of the failure of,the dictators 
to achieve the quick victory which they pro- 
mised their peoples, and which seemed to 
them likely after the collapse of France. 

The Prime Minister in a very lengthy, and 
complete exposé of the situation drew atten- 
tion to the disabilities under which Great 
Britain and her Allies were fighting, most of 
Which arise out of the widespread operations 
which have to be simultaneously conducted. 
‘The cfforts in north Africa, Abyssinia, 
Greece, Iraq, and now Syria make enormous 
demands upon the men and material which 
hhave to reach the theatres of war by long 
and roundabout routes, in contrast. with the 
enemy who are fighting on inside lines, and 
are able to throw their strength wherever 
they need it most much quicker than is 
possible to the British. But that was equally 
true of the last war. ‘Then the disadvantages 
were overcome and there is every reason that 
they will be in this conflict as well, for when 
Great Britain establishes her superiority in 
the air in the various theatres of war as she 
has done over Britain, as witness the defeat 
of the Germans in their attacks last summer, 
the turning point of the war will have come. 

‘Some of the passages in Mr. Churchill's 
speech suggest that he had to deal with no 
small amount of uninformed criticism, It 
is but natural that this should be the case 
for it cannot be expected ‘that every member 
of the House of Commons can hope to be 
apprised not only of the intentions of the 
Government but the means at their disposal 
for carrying them out. No secret could long 
be a secret if so many people were to be 
informed of what was happening or likely 
to happen, and in this connection it may be 
remarked that the agitation for a smaller War 
Cabinet has something to commend it: The 
Prime Minister dealt with the usual German 
ie that the British were fighting to the last 
Australian and New Zealand in his customary 
forceful manner. Mr. Menzies, the Austra 
lian Prime Minister, has already disposed of 
the matter in his speech on Sunday, but Mr. 
Churchill has come forward with figures 
showing that the British have truly done their 
share of the fighting and suffered rather 
heavier casualties than the Dominion troops, 
‘The attention paid to the gallant exploits of 
the Dominion forces. during’the invasion of 
Libya gave the enemy an opportunity of 
‘indulging in about as vile a piece of pro- 
paganda as their perverted imaginations 
could conceive, but Mr. Churchill in declaring 
the names of ‘the regiments taking part in 
recent fighting has very definitely laid that 
He. 

Particularly reassuring isthe Prime 
Minister's reference to the ‘possibility of a 
German invasion of the British Isles. ‘That 
problem is not by any means on all fours 
with that of the invasion of Crete, ‘The 
undertaking would have to be on much vaster 
ines than was the case with Crete. The 
established superiority in the air over Britain 
‘would go a long way to ensure defeat of any 
invasion while whatever numbers were land~ 
ed would be dealt with by the Home Guard, 
and, if not by them, by the well equipped 
armies which have been brought into being 
since Dunkirk. There is, as Mr. Churchill 
has shown, by reducing all that has happened 
recently to its proper perspective, no reason 
whatever for despondency. The times are 
grim, but Mr. Churehill promised long ago 
that ‘they would be. Anyone with memories. 
of the Jast war can perceive how true thi 
is, for there were four years of bitter struggle 
before the sun of victory rose then as it 
will in this conflict. 


FRANCE AND PEACE 
June 12. 

On Tuesday evening Admiral Darian, 
Vichy’s vice-Premier, delivered a broadeast 
address which is in’ striking contrast with 
the speech made by Mr. Churchill on the 
same day. The Admiral fully realizes the 
parlous condition in which France stands 
Because of the continuance of the armistice 
and the possibility of Hitler denouncing it 
‘ut any time it suited his purpose. He points 
‘out that if France at any time gave Germany 
cause {0 denounce it, it would be tantamount 
to suicide both for herself and her Empire, His 
explanation of ‘the tortuous policies he has 
been following is summed up in his declara- 
tion of the necessity of creating an 
atmosphere favourable to the establishment 
of an: honourable peace. “Should this 
atmosphere not be created,” he said, “T fear 
a disastrous peace for France. ‘This fear is 
jot based upon an impression, but upon a 
certainty.” Britain and her Allies do not 
fear a disastrous peace for France, because 
it is their intention to continue ‘the war 
until they dictate the terms of peace. That 
and that alone will bring to France a re- 












































storation of that -honour which Vichy has 
so grievously besmirched, that alone will | 
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save France and her Empire of that dismem- 
berment which it is notorious Hitler plans. 

1 is quite clear what Admiral Darian 

‘We will not obtain an honourable 
peace: if France, deprived of numerous 
departments and of her important territories 
abroad, enters into the new Europe reduced 
and Lattered.” He must realize that this war 
is a German war of revenge and spoliation, 
Hitler has declared time and time again that 
there can be no peace for Germany until 
France is destroyed, and yet Admiral Darlan 
professes t6 believe thul, by. assisting Ger- 
many to defeat Great Britain, France will 
obtain better terms than it present appear 
likely. “Hiller contemplates no honourable 
peace fur cny country which he defeats, 
‘rat 1 has made clear time and time again. 
‘The only interests he considers are German 
interests, the establishment of an economic 
and industrial superior Germany and the 
relegation’ of subdued nations to utter, 
serfdom. . 

Admiral Darlan dare not tell his people 
that. “It would arouse the fury of the Ger- 
mans if he did, but there are many mil- 
ions in France’ who see no hope for the 
future save in a victory over the enemy. A 
reduction in the amount of the occupation 
levy, the return of a few thousands of pri- 
soners of war represents all up to the pre- 
sent which Admiral Darlan has secured for 
his ruckling to Hitler. Areas in occupied 
France have been denuded of their ogricul- 
‘tural labour which has been transported into 
Germany. Unoccupied France has been ob- 
liged to yield foodstuffs to the conqueror. 
‘The fraudulent despoiling of the French 
through the use of the Reichsmark continues 
and Darlan “out-Lavals” his predecessor. 
Does the vice-Premier for one moment be- 
Yeve that he can ever remove the German 
impression that France remains Germany's 
hereditary enemy? If he does he is far 100 
eredulous to be in charge of his country's 
Interests. If he does not he is betraying his 
‘own countrymen with a tie, 

‘The issue for France is plain, France has 
no future if Britain fails to save her from 
her enemy, ‘The Nazi leaders have declared 
their intentions time and time again, ‘There 
may be modification in their attitude from 
8 superficial point of view in order to secure 
‘as much assistance from the French as pos 
sible. “Hitler will doubtless promise anything 
to wet hold of the French Navy but that he 
would keep his promise no sensible person 
for one moment believes, A man who will 
betray Maly, as Hitler has done with regard 
to her demands on France, will have decid 
edly less compunction ini ‘betraying a, con- 
auered and helpless enemy if he is given the 
opportunity, ‘That Britain and her Allies are 
determined he shali not have, and that France 
shall be restored to her former position Jn 
Europe. It is rather more than a little iron= 
ical that Admiral Darlan and his fellows are 
doing their utmost to thwart the only nations 
which an bring them freedom, but doubtless 
when France is liberated, ‘despite thelr 
efforts, the French themselves will see that 
they receive their just reward, 






































AMERICAN AID 


June 13, 
President Roosevelt's letter to Congress re 
porting on the progress made -under the 
Lend-Lease Act in sending supplies to Great 
Britain, China and the other democracies 
engaged in fighting is distinctly encouraging. 
It shows clearly that the administration of 
the United States fully realizes the necessity 
for prompt action, and that an inereasing 
effort is being made to produce war material 
at a rate which should at no very distant 
date ensure that Britain and her Allies will 
be superior to the enemy, Probably the 
‘most important deliveries were’ those made 
out of American surplus military stocks last 
year after the retreat from Dunkirk. ‘The 
oss of materials then was most serious, but 
‘$43,000,000 worth of supplies at that juncture 
did’ much to replace what had to be left 
behind on the Continent. ‘The President 
provides figures contrasting what is now 
being done with what was possible a year 
ago. For the first five months of 1941 twelve 
times as many acroplanes and ten times as 
many aircraft engines as went across the 
Atlantic last year have been delivered. 
Seventeen times in the dollar value of ex- 
plosives and twenty times the dollar value 
of firearms ammunition were supplied in the 
first quarter of this year. $ 
‘These comparisons are’ interesting, parti- 
cularly in view of the statement made by 
Mr. Knudsen, in charge of industrial produe- 
tion, to a group of alreratt manufacturers 
that already their output was fifty per cent, 
ahead of programme, and that by next 
autumn they would be producing all the 
aeroplanes “wanted. He added that the 
United States can produce more acroplanes 
than anyone else in the world. “AN this is 

ig because it has been estimated that 
r industrial potential of the democra- 
cies is as seven to two compared with that 
of the {otalitarian powers. It is when, that 
has been fully developed that the full force 
of the democratic resistance to aggression 
will be brought into play, and then’ will be 
demonstrated the convietion which has been 
held by many for a Jong time past that this 
war will be won at the bench, the lathe 
‘and the assembly plants, 
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President Roosevelt in his report em~ 
phasized that what has already gone forward 
to the democracies was merely the first in- 
stalment of a large volume of aid, comprising| 
in the main materials in stock when the 
Lend-Lease Act was signed. ‘The huge 
allocations which have since been made in- 
dicate that Mr, Churchill's appeal to the 
United States for the tools with which to 
win this war did not fall on heedless cars, 
and there camnot be. the slightest doubt that 
the democracies owe a great debt of gratitude 
to those investigators sent by the President 

+ to Europe, whose reports brought home to 
the people of the United States the great 
‘menace “which was growing up in Europe: 
under Nazi and Fascist inspiration. The: 
‘manner in which the President revealed what 
had already been done and what was in con- 
templation in a manner which should give| 
the enemy very little information indeed, 
but he laid very proper stress upon the fact] 
‘that this material aid did not represent the 
most important fact of all, namely the,strong 
will of the United States to see that the! 
forces of aggression shall not rule the world. 
“We have, before us," he said “the constant] 
purpose Tot of present safety alone, but 
equally of future survival.” 

‘Added to all this is the declared deter- 
mination to. make sure that the supplie 
which the United States are producing shall 
in fact reach their destination. Tt does not} 
appear up to the present that the enemy has 
had much success against the ships carrying 
such supplies, but it has been made quite 
plain that the United States Government does 
not intend that their product shall go no 
further than the bottom of the ocean, and 
that if necessary ways and means will be| 
devised of ensuring thelr arrival where: 
needed, The time is coming when Great, 
Britain and her Allies will be in receipt of 
all the tools they desire. ‘That is being made 
certain by the energetic action of the United | 
States, and when that time has come the 
period of comparatively passive defence will 
have ended, and more positive action made 
possible which will earry the democracies 
to that victory without which they will not 
end this war. 














HITLER AND FRANCE 
shone 13. 

‘One of the most tragic features of the 
present situation with reyard to the betrayal 
ot France by the Vichy Government is the 
facile manner with which apologists for the 
Petain Government ignore what Hitler has | 
already declared to be his intentions, and 
fail to perceive—or, if not, refuse to admit, 
—the subtle methods with which Hitler is 
seeking to attain his ends. ‘There is in “Mein 
Kamp!” a significant passage which can be 
applied to the development of German policy 
towards France since the signature of the 
avmistice:— 
‘Those nations which lay down their arms, 
without being absolutely foreed to do so, 
subsequently prefer to submit to the greatest 
hhumillations and exactions rather than. try 
to change their fate by resorting to arms| 
agaln...,.-A shrewd conqueror will always 
‘enforce his exactions on the conquered only 
by stages, as far as that is possible, ‘Then hd 
may expect that a people who have lost all 
strength of character—which is always the 
ease with every nation that voluntarily: sub. 
mits to the threats of an opponent—will not 
find in any of these acts of oppression, if one 
‘be enforced apart from the other, stificient 
grounds for taking up arms, 
Could words better apply to the case of 

‘ance than the above extract from the Nazi 
Bible? She was not absolutely forced to lay 
down her arms; the opportunity of carrying 
fon the struggle from the French colonial 
empire was. recognized by many French: 

Sinee then there has been a series of 
growing demands upon Vichy. ‘To some of 
them it is true Marshal Petain has returned 
uncompromising refusals, but he- is un= 
fortunate enough to have as advisers men 
whose ideas of national honour are somewhat 
different from his own, and, little by Tittle, 
France is being forced’ to throw in her lot 
with the conqueror. Hitler is working true 
to the form he set himself. How true that 
ig may be seen by a quotation from Dr. 
Rauschning's book “Hitler Speaks,” published 
in. 1939, and, therefore, long ‘before the 
collapse of France:— 

‘We need space to make us independent of 
‘every possible grouping and alliance. In the 
Rast we must have mastery as far’ as the 
Caucasus and fran. In the west we need the 
Freneh coast, We need Flanders and Holland. 
Above all we need Sweden. We must be- 
come a colonial power. We must have a sea 
power equal to that of Britain....We must 
rule Burope or fall apart as a nation. 

Hitler has got the French coast, pressure is 
being brought to bear upon Russia to permit!

“LIFT UP YOUR HEARTS” 
June 14. 


Mr, Winston Churchill's speech before the 
meeting of all the Allied Governments in St. 
James's Palace on Thursday will go down 
in history as a parallel to the U.S. Declaration 
fof Independence. ‘The verdict of history 
may very well be that it surpasses that great 
document in importance, for the sins of the 
King of Great Britain, which called forth 
the rebellion in America, pale into insigni- 
fiance when compared with the iniquities, 
nay, the atrocities which Hitler and his 
satellites have perpetrated upon unoffending 
people. Mr. Churchill, that command 
of the English language which is outstanding. 
in these days, has drawn up the most damn- 
ing indictment that it is possible to conceive. 
In plain, simple, forceful words, short 
sentences’ almost brutal in their intensity 
‘Mr, Churehill tells the world what the evil 
diclators of Germany and Italy have been 
doing: 

‘We see them (the eonguered peoples) 
hounded, terrorized. exploited. Their manhood 
By the million is forced to work under con- 
ditions indistinguishable in many cases from 
hhelual slavery. ‘Their goods are pillaged or 
filehed for worthless money, ‘Their homies, thelr 
daily life are pried into and spied upon by the 
all pervading system of a secret politica! police 
whieh having reduced the Germans them. 
Selves {0 abject docility. now stalks the 
streets and by-ways of a dozen lands. The! 
Feligious fallhs are affronted. persecuted or 
oppressed in the interest of a fantastic 
paganism devised to perpetuate. worship and 
Ausiain the tyranny of one abominable crea- 
ture, ‘Their traditions. their culture. their 
Jaws, their institutions, social and political 
alike. are suppressed by force or undermined 
by sublle. coldly planned intrigue. The prisons 
of the Continent no longer sulliee. Concentra- 
tlon camps are overcrowded. At every dawn, 
German volleys eraek. 

It Is to save the worid from a like per~ 
manent fate that Great Britain a year ago, 
when she was almost defenceless before 
Hitler, when most of her material had,been 
lost in France, declared her intention of 
continuing the fight for freedom. ‘The 
Dominions, the Colonies and the Government 
of the overrun countries are solidly behind 
Mr, Churchill in that determination, and the 
resolution passed in St. James's Palace is 
indicative of that important fact. It is indeed 
a clarion call to fight on. The sky is not 
so dark as it was twelve months ago. The 
Allies may be said to have reached the nadir 
of their fortunes during those. distresstul 
days, and since then there has been a gradual 
climbing back, a preparation for the time] 
when the offensive will pass to them and they 
‘can carry the war to the aggressor Powers 
inn manner which they will not Ii 

‘Me. Churchill in- comparing the situation 
fas it was last June and as it is now shows 
that with the efforts which have been made 
by the British Empire, aided by the growing 
activities of the United States the menace 
which hovers over the dictators increases in 
importance; as each day passes the forees of 
freedom gather in strength. Hitler cannot 
hope to win unless he can subjugate the 
British Isles. He has (alked a lot about 
doing it, but there is now being shown a 
reluctance which in the circumstances is 
perfectly comprehensible. But, as Mr. 
Churchill points out, he may yet, driven by 
desperate hazards, attempt an invasion, a 
supreme trial from which the British will 
not flinch. The soul of Britain has stood 
up under blows passing the former know- 
ledge of mankind. There is abroad in the 
land and in the hearts of Britain's Allies 
that readiness to endure all things that the 
iberties of man shall be preserved, and there

THE ROBIN MOOR 
June 14. 

As it was to be expected enquiries have 

now shown that the U.S. freighter Robin 
‘Moor was in fact sunk by a German sub- 
marine in the Atlantic off the coast of Attics 
She was bound for Capetown and other ports 
outside the declared combat zones, and she 
carried no munitions of war but materials of 
ordinary trade. Eleven survivors have been 
saved, but it is reported that another 35 are 
missing. The vessel was duly marked with 
the United States’ flag on both sides and 
there cannot possibly have been any mistake 
‘on the part of the commander of the German 
vessel. The official attitude of the Germans 
with regard to the matter is neither to admit 
nor deny responsibility for the sinking of 
the vessel, though official quarters expressed 
doubts as'to whether a German submarine 
could have been guilty of such an act since 
military headquarters in Berlin would almost 
certainly have received a report by now. 
‘That, of course, does not follow, for the 
German commander may have had the best 
possible reasons for keeping quiet about his 
feat,—the necessity of giving no indication 
‘of his position. 
‘The manner in which the people of the 
United States have’ received the news of 
the sinking of the Robin Moor is altogether 
admirable, Upon receipt of the first reports 
‘complete calm was maintained pending con- 
firmation. Once the original reports wero 
confirmed, and the stories of the survivors 
made known to the Government, announce- 
ment was made that Germany was re- 
sponsible. Public opinion in the United 
States does not appear to “have flown off 
the handle." Considerable calm is being 
maintained, though at least’ one Democrat 
Representative expressed the opinion that 
“we ought to convoy with battleships and let 
the shooting start—to see who shoots first and. 
who can outshoot the other." That opinion 
may ultimately be fulfilled, but it would 
be decidedly out of proportion to plunge the 
United States into war for the sinking of| 
fone vessel. Germany may bring that about 
by destroying a number of American ‘ships: 
in which event Germany would be the 
aggressor and the Japanese absolved of their 
commitment to enter the war if any other 
nation did against Germany. 

At present the Navy Department appears 
to be without full information regarding the| 
manner in which the passengers and crew, 
embarked in the ship's life-boats, or whether 
the Robin Moor was fired on without wam- 
ing. He is reported as saying that there’ 
was as yet no data available as to the extent 
of visibility at the time the attack was made. 
If the missing thirty-five persons are not. 
‘accounted for, some very pertinent questions 
will have to be asked. Why was a neutral 
ship not in the combat zones attacked at 
‘all? Why seeing that the vessel was sunk a 
considerable distance from land was she] 
destroyed without the Germans making sure| 
‘of the safety of the passengers and crews| 
‘as required by international law? Doubtless; 
when the time comes the Germans will have 
their story ready. It will probably be just 
as fantastic as their tales with regard to the 
sinking of the Athenia, and if it is eventually 
alleged that the Robin Moor torpedoed her- 
self, there need be no occasion for surprise, 

There is one danger which has always to 
be borne in mind, If Hitler could drag the 
United States into the war a considerable 
modification of the aid which that country 
is rendering the democratic cause might be 
brought about. That may prove to be one| 
‘explanation of the sinking of the Robin Moor, 
‘though corroboration in the shape of further 
destruction of American vessels would prob- 
ably be necessary before Washington 
decided upon war with Germany, It may 
be confidently expected that President. 
Roosevelt is far too astute to allow himself 
to be dragged into playing Hitler's game, and 
he most certainly will not move until he is 
sure that he has the country just as much 
behind him as it has been with regard to 
every step he has taken up to the present.

GERMANY AND RUSSIA 
June 16. 

‘The puzzle of German-Soviet relations 
still continues to occupy the most attention 
at the moment, and the various explanations 
which are being advanced for the assembly 
fof many divisions of the German army in 
Moldavia are as diverse as they are inter~ 
testing. Ankara seems to be the most frult- 
ful source of speculation, which is only 
natural "seeing the possible effect upon 
Turkey's situation of some of the suggest 
ed developments. It is reported that the 
majority of well-informed quarters in 
Turkey are convinced that the massing of 
German iroops threatening the Russian 
frontier from the Baltic to the Black Sea 
is something in the nature of a bluff de~ 
signed to give Germany the advantage in 
negotiations which are said to be pending. 
‘On. the other hand Goering’s statement 
that Germany needs the Ukraine for a pro- 
longed war against the British is recalled, 
while Hitler's declaration that Germany 
would be swimming in plenty if she secur~ 
ed control of the Ukraine is also xemem~ 
ered, Tt is rumoured that Germany plans 
a condominium with Russia over the Ukraine 
and participation in Russian industry, 

‘A third section of opinion takes the view 
that the Soviet-German troop concentrations 
are a prelude to a far-reaching political and 
military agreement, in which the two coun- 
twies may stage a’ formal and ceremonigus 
establishment of the European “new order. 
Yet another section takes the view that 
Germany is preparing to restore Bessarabia’ 
to Rumania who only ceded it to Russia 
under German pressure last year. And 
amidst these rumours there is 1iite left but 
to pay one’s money and make one’s choice, 
Of them all there is not one which is ime 
probable, ‘The reported intention of the 
Germans to demand of Russia permission 
to transport forees to Batum for the pur= 
pose of invading Tran and Iraq dnd thus 
come “out on the British flanic in the 
Middte East has already been dealt .with., 
‘That too should not be lost sight of, Tt is 
by no means improbable and well in keep= 
ing with Hitler's declared intentions. 

But the suggestion that Germany is seck- 
ing a condominium with the Soviet over 
the Ukraine, and participation in Russian 
industry, neither of which are particularly 
palatable to M, Stalin, is probably the most 
Significant, Tt is. well known that) the 
British blockade of Germany is having its 
effect. Tt is further admitted by Goering 
that the supplies of foodstuffs obtainable ‘in 
the Ukraine are necessary if Germany has 
fo Aght a long war, while the suggestion of 
German participation in Russian industry 
suggests further realization of the vulner~ 
ability of German factories from the air, 
and the necessity of extending thelr opera- 
tions further afield to a country where they 
would not be so lable to attack, Tf this 
ig what Hitler has in, mind, he’ will un= 
doubtedly seek to attain his'ends by per~ 
suasion, but the extent of his desperation 
Will be safely guaged if it is found that he 
{is in the end forced to resort to arms to 
get what he wants, Europe is being plunder 
fd of food, and the countries which Ger- 
many has overrun are ceasing to be assets 
and becoming ‘very grave liabilities. 

Tt may, of course, very well be that Hitler 
Js contemplating something foul against 
Turkey. ‘The Berlin correspondent of a - 
Turkish news agency has cabled to Ankara 
that Turkey has nothing to fear from the 
Axis, Tt ig stated that ‘Turkey is relieved 
to know that Germany bears her no silwilt 
‘and approves of Turkish policy. But, 
naturally, it asks why itis necessary for 
Germany’ so often to declare her feelings, 
It is interesting and important to note that 
the Government at Ankara Is not pormitting 
itself to be lulled into a. false sense of 
security, but that Turkish defence pre- 
parations are continuing. ‘That is indeed a 
‘wise precaution for Hiller may still be en- 
@eavouring to gain his ends by fraud, though 
the possibility of his using foree’ cannot 
now be disregarded. Tt may be that the 
next few days will bring forth startling new 
developments, but, if they show that Hitler 
is after food ‘and greater safely for his war 
industries, it will not be at all. surprising 
in the cireumstances. 




















HANDS OFF! 


June 16. 
Mr. Goorge Bernard Shaw has been 
shocked. He has managed in his time to 





shock so many other people that the fact 
that it has occurred to him in turn is de- 
cidedly news. ‘The emotion was caused by 
an article in “The Times" in which the. 
writer alleged that the late King George V 
was not altogether a reliable speller, find- 
ing it dificult to spell “business” and 
“‘geademy” correctly, and consistently writ-° 
ing “mancevres” and “exagerated.” Mr, 











Shaw indignantly repudiates the idea that 
Instead 
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he alleges that he was in fact endeavouring. 
to spell the English language as it ought to 
be spelt. ‘The great playwright goes on to 
say that King George V was attempting 
the impossible. ‘The English language, 
he contended, “could not be spelt because 
there is no English alphabet. We make 
shift with a Latin alphabet which has only 
five vowels. ‘Our attempts to make a 
foreign alphabet of 24 letters do the work 
of 42 are pitiable.” Apart from the fact 
that Mr, Shaw's arithmetic seems to be a 
little at fault, his general argument seems 
to be that if the English alphabet contained 
some sixteen more letters, words could be 
spelled much shorter, with a considerable 
saving of time and money. 

‘Apparently all that Mr. Shaw is after is 
no more than a revival of the much ‘debat~ 
ed “Nu Speling” with a greatly extended 
alphabet, making the written language in~ 
dicalive throughout of the way it should 
be proncunced—in other words a purely 
phonetical method. Anyone who has read 
the Paston or the Verney letters, which 
clearly show that in the days of the writ- 
ers the spelling of English was a matter of 
purely individual concern in which fancied 
phonetics played a great part, will wonder 
‘that any sense whatever was ultimately 
made of the rendition in writing of spoken 
English. ‘The impression is that, like Topsy, 
it “Jest growed.” ‘That perhaps is its chief 
source of delight, Some people even today 
are so much in iove with irregular spelling 
that they prefer to read Shakespeare and 
Milton as they wrote it, and not in the 
Janguage to which their’ works have now. 
been reduced. 

For them modern spelling, even with its 
irregularities is much too cold and scientific; 
they prefer and treasure the misspellings 
of Keats and Jane Austen. But whatever 
new characters Mr. Shaw would add to the 
alphabet, the fact still remains that, writ~ 
ten or printed phonetically, English’ would 
be an ugly language to the cye. ‘The sculptor 
who gave Mr, Shaw the title for one of 
his most charming plays would. certainly 
never have been inspired suMciently to 
‘wrest his beautiful Galatea from the cold 
marble, if his name had been spelled 
“Pigmalion,” — Why, the word in such a 
form reeks of the ‘sly rather than the 
studio. ‘That does not scem to weigh much 
with Mr, Shaw who apparently considers, 
that a new spelling would be just as bene- 
ficial as Summer Time. “It took four years 
war” he writes, “to knock summer ‘time 
into us, How many wars will it take to 
call our attention to the fact that there are 
shorter ways of spelling enuf than 
e-n-o-ug-h?” If the war ever succeeded 
in doing such a thing the peace would in- 
dood be a hideous on 

Robert Lynd in an essay upon the 
subject, contends. that spelling ought, like 
virtue, to be a little difficult. He points 
out that Yeats once wrote of “the fascination 
of what's dificult” and then refers to the 
fascination of our first struggles with the 
English language on the printed page. Mr. 
Lynd has apparently forgotten his child- 
hood. If he did not learn his spelling with 
tears and tribulation, if indeed he took a 
childish delight in the difficulties found in 
wrestling with whether the “i” came be- 
fore the “o,” all that can possibly be said 
about him ‘is that he must have been a 
singularly strange child, and probably, like 
the small boy in “The Whip” who was 
continually pleading to be taken to the 
Chamber of ‘Orvors in Madame Tussauds, 
somewhat “narsty." — Reforms, it is well 
yecognized, will have to be made when the: 
war has been satisfactorily cleaned up, but! 
there must be no tampering with the Eng- 
ish language, Its esoteries must be main- 
tained lest the enemy abandon their own 
clumsy tongue and collar English as their 
own, 























THE PAST YEAR 
June 17. 

Exactly a year ago today Marshal Petain 
in response to an appeal from the President 
of France assumed the direction of the 
Government of his country. ‘The times were 
tragic, but the advanced age of the Marshal 
did not deter him from assuming a burden 
of which he might well have claimed to have 
been excused. In a radio broadeast an- 
nouncing his intentions, Marshal Petain said 
"It is with a heavy heart that T say we must 
cease fighting. I have applied to our oppon- 
ent to ask him to sign with us, as between 
soldiers after the fight with ‘honour, the 
means to put an end to hostilities.” An 
armistice was eventually signed. It was not 
‘as It stood a dishonourable one, though its 
terms were undoubtedly severe, and with 
General Weygand out in the French Empire 
and the French navy as a most important 
pawn the Government established at Vichy 
was not without bargaining points with 
which to deal with their victorious enemy. 
But there were influences within the Vichy 
Government which were to prove a very 
serious offset to the honourable intentions of 
the Marshal. First there was Laval, whose 
underground work for the defeat ‘of his 
country and his subsequent endeavours to) 
bring it more under subjection to Germany 
‘will make him notorious throughout the ages 

















With him Marshal. Petain dealt firmly, 
surprisingly so in view of the influence it 
‘was thought Laval had secured over him, 
He was summarily dismissed, and not all 
the pressure which has been applied up to 
the present has resulted in his reinstatement 
in office. He was followed by Admiral 
Darlan, whose determination to collaborate to 
the fullest extent with Germany has brought. 
about a very grave worsening of the relations. 
between Great Britain and Vichy until they 
are now nearly as bad as they could possibly 
be. The tragedy of Syria is but a result of 
the active assistance which Vichy was giving 
the Germans in their attempt to assist the 
rebels in Iraq and amounted to a departure 
from that neutrality which Great Britain was 
entitled to expect. Throughout the year of 
office which Marshal Petain has now 
completed, France has been brought more 
and more under the German heel, not 
because of any fault on the part of Marshal 
Petain, but because he has been outwitted by 
the very men in whom he placed his trust. 

If the lot of France during the past year 
has worsened, it is fortunate that the same 
thing cannot be said of that of Great Britain 
and her Allies. It is but necessary to throw 
the mind back to those dark days of exactly 
a year ago. The British Expeditionary Force 
was being withdrawn from the Continent 
having to leave behind practically the whole 
of its material. The British Isles had not 
then been put into a posture of defence, and 
it seemed as if the way was completely open 
for a German attack upon Great Britain, 
Only the Navy and the R.A-F. stood between 
the Britons in thelr home and the enemy, 
and it will probably remain a mystery until 
long after the war as to why Hider refrained 
from the most tempting opportunity for 
invasion which has since been denied him, 
But Great Britain and the Allied Govern- 
‘ments who had also succeeded in withdraw- 
ing units from the Continent were faced with 
the task of building up their strength anew. 
‘The seriousness of the situation inspired the 
whole British nation to rise to the occasion. 
Unremitting labour, together with the assist- 
ance of the United ‘States and the rest of the 
British Empire, has led to the formation and 
equipment of a very substantial army, unti) 
it can with complete truth be said that the 
strength of the democracies at present en- 
gaged in the war is very considerably 
greater than it was twelve months ago. 

‘The Italian Empire has been destroyed and 
her armies in north Africa and Abyssinia 
broken. ‘The comparatively small forces! 
which have had to meet the Germans have 
been forced to give ground, but not without 
inflicting great losses, and to have made the 
German successes costly in the extreme. The 
fighting in the Balkans gives every reason 
for believing that whtn the military strengths 
of the British and the Germans can be 
matched against each other, there is little 
to fear as to the outcome. The Battle of 
Britain was won during last autumn. The 
Battle of the Atlantic has still to be decided; 
though, with American assistance, there is 
very little doubt as to the ultimate outcome, 
‘Thus a year ago the democracies appeared 
to stand at the very threshold of defeat. 
‘Thus a milestone in this war has been passed, 
The last twelve months have seen failures 
‘and successes, but now the Allies are more 
firmly on their feet than at any time since 
the war began. 























HITLER AND DR. SUN 
June 17. 

In 1924 Dr. Sun Yat-son, the Father of the 
Chinese Republic whose ‘writings are re~ 
garded by Kuomintang circles in both 
Chungking and Nanking as the gospel of the 
Chinese revolution, published a series of 
lectures he had delivered in Canton under 
title “San Min Chu 1." of “The Three 
At the 





was in somewhat of a backwater, and its 
supporters were suffering so keenly from 
disappointment over the outcome of the 
Versailles Peace Conference and the Wash~ 
ington Conference that there was a tendency 
to swing over to Soviet Russia, then actively 
preaching the doctrine of world communism. 
There therefore frequently recurred in Dr. 
Sun's lectures indictments of the “im- 
erialistic” Powors, among which he_men- 
fioned Great Britain, the United States, 
‘Japan, France and Maly, The then recently 
defeated Germany was not included, as it 
would certainly have been were Dr. Sun 
alive today. For Dr. Sun identified imperial- 
ism with, aggression. “What is imperialism? 
he wrote. “It is the policy of aggression 
upon other countries by means of political 
force,’ or in the Chinese phrase, long-range 
aggression.” In shert, exactly the policy 
followed by the Nazi government since the 
seizure of Austria, the rape of Czechoslovakia, 
the invasions of Poland, Norway, Holland, 
and Belgium. 

In the same work Dr, Sun made an un- 
cannily aceurate prophecy of what is happen- 
Ing in the world today. It was not made 
in reference to the: resurgence of ‘Teuton 
barbarism, but nevertheless applies 30 
accurately that it is worth quoting. He said: 
HAs I study the forees in history’and foresee 
‘he tendencies of the future, I am convinced 





that there will be more international con- 
ficts. But these will not arise between two 
different races; the wars will be within 
Faces. The white races will divide and the 
yellow races will divide into a class war 
0f the oppressed against the tyrants, of Right 
‘against Might.” And in another place... 
“Throughout the world the white and yellow 
defenders of Right will unite against the 
white and yellow defenders of Might.” He 
eft no doubt as to which side he wished 
China to be, “The Chinese mind,” he wrote, 
“has never regarded acquisition’ by war as 
right; i considers aggressive warfare barbar- 
ous.” He warned the Chinese people to take 
only what was best out of western civiliza- 
tion, and he reminded them that China was 
‘even then far ahead of the western nations in 
political philosophy. 

He showed that European thinkers have 
evolved no moral political principles to 
‘compare with those of the ancient Chinese, 
which were: Loyalty and Filial Devotion; 
Kindness and Love; Faithfulness and Justice; 
Harmony and Peace. In the light of what 
the Nazis are now doing in Europe, it is 
interesting to recall some of Dr, | Sun's 
definitions of these virtues. “When we 
undertake a task we should not falter from 
first to last untit the task is done: if we 
do not succeed, we should not begrudge our 
very lives as sacrifice—this is loyalty.” As 
regards Faithfulness, Dr. Sun emphasized the 
importance of the observance of treaties. 
"Ancient China,” he said, “always spoke of 
Faithfulness in’ dealing ‘with neighbouring 
countries and in intercourse with friends, 
‘The long record of criminal violations of

that they at any rate do not practise the 
virtue of Faithfulness. Germany “is fat from 
eating her own words,” to quote Dr. Sun's 
‘condemnation of another nation in the same 
connection. Referring to Justice, Dr. Sun 
stated: ightiest days never 
utterly destroyed another state.” ‘That is 








China's conception of political justice. 

At about the same time that Dr, Sun Yat~ 
sen was preparing the lectures from which 
these quotations have been taken, the Apostle 
of Aggression, Adolf Hitler, was publishing 

to 


his complete’ guide to the slaughter of 
Freedom, “Mein Kampf.” In this work Hitler 
denied the force of political morality. He 
recognized no Loyalty except that to the 
Leader. He scorned Filial Devotion, urging, 
the breaking-up of families so that the young 
could be taught his pernicious doctrines, 
rather than learn of goodness and light at 





their mother's knee. Kindness and Love he 
dismissed as silly sentimentality. Faithful- 
nets was nralseworthy only so long as the 

ie 
‘scorned Justice, and openly advocated the 
complete destruction of many European states. 
Harmony never occurred to him, unless it 


Nazis should get something out of it. 


was in the music of Wagner, of which he 
Is inordinately fond. And Peace was foreign 
to his policy, which preached war as means 
Of national rejuvenation. ‘There could hard~ 
ly be a greater contrast than that between 
the political philosophy of Dr. Sun and of 
Adolf Hitler. Let readers remember Dr. 
‘Sun's peroration. He said: “Let us today, 
Before China's development begins, pledge 
vurselves to lift up the fallen and’ aid the 
weak; then when we become strong and 
Took back on our own sufferings under the 
political and economic domination of the 
Powers and see weaker and smaller peoples 
‘undergoing similar treatment we will rise and 
smite that imperialism (long-range aggres- 
sion’)." To Hitler, to be weak is to invite 
aggression; to Dr. Sun to be weak is to invite 
assistance, That is the difference.

Positions have been replaced by those who are 
younger and more active. If all this is so, it 
is remarkable tribute to German efficiency. 
But is it so? If an impartial review of Italy's 
war efforts during the last twelv 

undertaken, it will be shown that the Italians 
have every’ reason to exclude thelr navy from 
their assessment of the work which their fight. 
ing forces have done. It will be noted that in 
the gssessment only the work of the land and 
air forces is referred to. T) make the record 
complete, however, it should be recalled that 
the Talian navy has spent several weeks in 
dry-dock for every day it has been at sea. The 
year includes among other engagements, the 
British attack on Taranto and the Battle of 
Matapan, both of which have been conveniently 
forgotten in the summary from Rome. So far 
as the other fighting forces of Italy are con~ 
cerned, i€ can be recorded that the air force 
has been shown to be hopelessly outdated by 
























the comparatively old machines the British 
have used against it; and that, in reference to 
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army, the “fast Fascists are getting faster” 
fo quote the comment made on Monday night 
by the newscaster from XCDN—probably due 
to the fact that the oldér oMeers have been 
replaced by younger men. ‘The truth is that 
the Italians would have probably been belter 
advised to forget all about the anniversary of 
their entry into the war. What has happened 
during the last twelve months has done little 
‘more than make them a bigger laughing stock. 
than Mussolint’s rantings had made them during 
the two or three years preceding. A record 
‘of the “successes” won by the Italian army 
‘ean be traced through the resignations of its 
principal commanders. On December 6, 1940, 
‘Marshal Badoglio, the greatest soldier in the 
Malian army, resigned from the post of Chief 
‘of the General Staff. On November 29, 
General Ubaldo Soddu resigned from the post 
of Deputy Chief of the General Staff. ‘His 
successor, General Alfredo Guzzoni, was re- 
Tieved of the job on May 23. ‘The post has 
now been abolished. or possibly it, is. being 
held bya Nazi officer. No-one quite knows. 
In addition, Signor Achille Starace, the Chief 
fof the Fascist Militia or Black Shiris, was also 
relieved of his duties, Signor Starace in the 
Gays before the war distinguished himself, by 
his ability to leap through burning hoops, like 
a performing dog, at the word of It Duce. Tl 
Duce seems to have discovered rather late in 
the day that more important abilities. than 
this are required of a man whose duty it is 
to control a widespread and powerful organiza. 
ion. If the Fascists “have learnt anything 
worthwhile out of this year of war, it should 
be shat, they made a great mistake in ever 
entering it. They must now realize—too inte, 
unfortunately for them, sinee the Nazis have 
taken over the country—that no army ean be 
eMficient while it is being controlled by a bunch 
of amateurs lke the senior Fascist oficials, 
‘The bright boys of Rome seem never to have 
understood that in military matters the 
military cominander should be considered to 
Know his business better than the civilian, no 
matter how brilliant or impressive the latter's 
uniform, ‘The Malian fighting forces “are in 
better trim than ever before?” ‘That may well 
be s0, sinee well over two hundred thousand 
‘of them ore now in prison camps In different

In the event of a serious accident stich a 
bus would prove to be a death trap, Standing 
upstairs, onthe steps, in the aisles and on the 
platform should be forbidden and strict police 
Supervision should be exercised to ensure that 
‘each vehicle does not carry one passenger more 
than the number allowed by regulations. Only 
in this way ean the safety of the general public 
be ensured. “The stationing of inspectors by the 
transportation companies at various bus’ and

The 
fearly boat cannot pass the Customs 
after 9 am. and must wait outside 
Changsha many hours. People who

town ‘earlier, but that is expensive 
and tedious. 

Mails are slow but rather regular 
for this inland province. Trains are 
running and the new road to the river 
is nearly completed. The road from 
the river to the station is a bu 
seene every aflernoon and m: 
workmen and chairbearers do a xood 
trade. The ‘station Pangdanny 
will have to be moved-bodily five li

Sad Dilemma

Chamber of Commerce in Shanghai 
is now. functioning in Hongkong

Adopted

has adopted the recommendation of

Nineteen Arrested 
For Stealing Wire 


Sune 12, 
Nineteen suspects had been arrest- 
ed and copper and lead wire, esti- 
mated at several thousand dollars, 
had been ‘recovered by detectives 
from Wayside: police station, it was 
learned yesterday. ‘The wire was 
said_ to be the property of the Shang- 
hai ‘Power and Shanghai ‘Telephone 
Companies and had been’ cut from 
poles in the eastern district. 
"Investigations. which were to bring 
nineteen persons to justice, were 
Started on’ June 7 when about 300 
feet of electric power cable had been 
cut from poles on. Point. Road. A 
police party. headed by a foreign 
sergeant, proceeded to Tongshan’ Road 
after receiving information that one 
of the wire thieves would be there. 


Others Involved 

‘The wanted man. true to the inv 
formation received, was there and 
‘was promily arrested by the police 
party. Taken to the station, he con 
fessed to participation in the crime 
and said that eight others were also 
Involved, According to his story. (wo 
of the thieves climbed the poles with 
the aid of rope belts and. armed with 
wire cutters. severed the wire. ‘The 
Wire was then colled and taken to'a 
‘brass shop in Paoting Road, 

There was ‘no transaction with the 
shop and the wire was to be taken 
from the shop later in the day to be 
sold” elsewhere, 

‘The detectives went to the given 
address and arrested there two more 
men on suspicion of receiving stolen 
property. A thorough search. of the 
Premises was rewarded with the re- 
covery of the cable and wire cutters, 

‘The arrested men revealed during 
questioning thay they had participated 
In many wire thefts and that all the 
stolen wire had been disposed, of at 
various brass shops in the Settlement 
and Western District. ‘The two men 
algo implicated another man and he 
was arrested in Wuting Road, where

‘The Fourth Move 

On June 9, after the kidnappers 
had moved for the fourth time to 
@ house in Lukachieh near Chung 
‘San Road, Mr. Hsieh was forced to 
write a leiter to his family asking for 
ransom. Before the letter could bring 
8 reply, he decided to escape. It was 
‘on Friday that Mr. Hsieh suggested 
to the kidnappers who guarded him 
that he should be allowed to go to 
the toilet. There was no toilet equip- 
ment in’ the flimsy structure and 
eventually he sueceeded in persuad- 
ing the kidnappers to allow him to 
eave the house accompanied by one 
‘of their ‘number. The kidnappers 
‘thought that it was safe but as soon 
as Mr. Hsieh had left the kidnappers’ 
lair he shouted for help, and made 
Ja dash for freedom. 

‘The chase was soon joined by an- 
other kidnapper but when he realized 
that he was at a safe distance from 
the pursuing eriminals, Mr. Hsieh 
dashed into a villager’s house and 
shut himself inside. “‘Then-came the 
exciting moment. “According to the 
story related to the Chinese police, 
‘an aged woman occupant of the house 
thought that Mr. Hsich might be a 
robber since she saw that the men 
Outside the door were trying to eatch 
him. “At this critical juncture, Mr. 
Hsich explained in such a loud voice 
‘that a member of the Chapel Militia 
Corps who was having his breakfast 
in the next house was attracted 10 
the scene. He covered the two kid- 
rappers with his service pistol and 
sent for his comrades. ‘The men were 
arrested and ore facing the Nantao 
Distriet Court.

French Police Arrest 
‘Two Armed Robbers

‘Two srmed robbers were arrested 
hy the French police yesterday 
‘morning following an attempt made

The crime occurred at about 9 a.m. 

The 
two messengers were in a taxi, en- 
trusted with $5,000 in cash and a 
cheque when two bandits, brandish. 
ing their pistols, stopped the car and 
foreed their entry into the vehicle, 
One of them took the seat next to 
the chauffeur, while the other cover- 
ed the messengers in the rear seat, 
‘The robbers then ordered the chaul- 
feur to drive on. 

‘The scene was witnessed by a Chi- 
‘nese police watchman, who blew his 
whistle and aftracied the attention 
cf Chinese detective No. 245, on 
@uty in the vieinity. ‘The latter 
placed himself in middle of the street. 
‘ond made an attempt to stop the 
eriminals. ‘The chauffeur in the 
meantime hed abandoned the taxi 
bby jumping out of it and the vehicle 
was zigzagging in the street, Snally 
hitting the front of a wine shop and 
rmashing a jar with wine, 


Police Give Chase 


It was then that the detective and 
three Chinese policemen, the latter 
also attracted by the whistle, pursued 
‘the robbers, who had taken the 
‘money from’ their vietims and were 
making an effort to get away. One 
fas the police were catching up with 
‘him, discarded his pistol, but was 
arrested by us CPC. near 217 Rue 
Pere Froc.” The other, with only the 
detective after him at frst, turned 
into an alleyway off Rue’ Amital 
Bayle, then re-entered Rue Pere 
Froc through a shop. 

Seeing himself trapped, the rob- 
ber took refuge ‘behind an electric

Where the Council Failed 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nowm-Cuixa Day News” 
Sim—iMly children. fortunately for 
me, are grown up and no longer a 
financial obligation, Nevertheless, T 
‘can, and do sympathize most heatt- 
ily with those parents who are pro- 
testing against further increases in 

school fees, 

‘However, I fecl that a very real 
mistake Is’ being made by most of 
your parental correspondents in 
inking up the question of such in~ 
creases with the salaries being paid 
to members of the teaching staff, 

‘There ig no doubt whatsoever, in 
my mind, that, qualification "for 
‘qualification, the teachers are not 
paid salaries commensurate with 
those received by most other pro~ 
fessional men. 

‘To become a bank clerk—ultimate- 
Jy a" bank manager—involves very 
little in the way of a capital invest. 
ment, and even less in the way of 
‘academic training, To secure a 
university degree, in most cases, 
means several non-earning years 
and @ great deal of laborious work. 
‘The idea appears to prevail rather 
widely that teaching is a vocation, 
ike the ministry, and not entitled 
toa really economic remuneration, 
which isa rather unfair view, 

‘The Council is not at fault in 
paying the salaries now being paid, 
or even inereasing them, It failed, 
Tamentably, in its duty fo the rate- 
payers when it transferred en bloc 
the schools, formerly operating | in 
the Hongkew area, to the south side 
of the Creek without first arranging 
for their amalgamation, ‘That failure 
hhas cost Shanghal a mint of money,

a certain amount of amusement the 
correspondence in your newspaper 
between Me. AM. Wate Srevexs, who 
Is a highly qualifled ‘mathemailcian. 
‘on “the. one. side., and» FATHER 
Guenzt and Da. Fraxk G, Havcnwour 
fon the other. both authorities on 
typhoons and. similar phenomena, 
Where giants do battje it is, perhaps, 
dangerous for a mere mortal to in- 
terfere. but’ cannot help feeling 
that the protagonists in this battle: 
royal are arguing at cross purposes. 
and the average reader may find dif- 
Geulty in understanding what. is 
all about. 

The point raised by Mn. Srevens| 
in the first place was. whether or not, 
in calculations involved in a problem 
‘of this nature, that is, the amount in 
Chinese dollars it would take 10, 
generale the energy involved in 
typhoon. can be accurate to the dk 
gree indicated by the figures publish- 
fed_in Farwen Gutenzt's recently issued 
Feport on “Typhoons in 1939 and 
1040." The gure given is CNSI44.- 
221.107250.. This isthe answer to 2, 
problem worked out. by. Farien 
Guunzr's collaborator, Mn. Joux Sence 
Groonim, ‘the particular iyphoon in 
Question being that of September 13- 
16, 1928, By using available data on 
the duration of the typhoon. the ter- 
ritory it covered and the amount of 
moisture it precipitated. the amount 
‘of energy liberated can ‘be calculated, 
The coal required to produce this 
amount of energy can be calculated, 
as also can the value of that coal in 
‘Chinese doliars, which may be called 
the cost in money of a typhoon, not 
taking info account the cost of the 
damage it does. of course. 

In collecting such data as the above 
one naturally gets certain odd Agures. 
not figures in round numbers, and 
fone uses those figures. with the Te- 
sult that the answer comes out in 
odd fgures, not in round numbers. 
And_in a selentife publication, such 
‘as Farnen Guenzt's report, there is 
no reason why the results of an in- 
vestigation should not be given ex- 
actly.

‘Siv—The reported German army 

‘movement on the Russian frontier and. 
the visit ‘0 London of the British 
Ambassador to Moscow, again focus. 
Ses the interest of the’ British and 
‘Allled peoples upon Soviet’ Russia. 
‘TiN recently Russia was said to hold 
the Key position of this war, waiting 
for her moment to come, when she 
Would take the initiative over the 
exhausted warring nations. But it 
seems that Russia has lost this envied 
position with the fall of France and 
Russia's failure to prolong the Battle 
of the Balkans, 

‘Today two armies only are occupy- 
ing Europe, the armies of Germany 
‘and Russia,’ The strength of a mod~ 
erm army is readily estimated from 
the industrial potentiality of its coun- 
try, and not from man-power, High 
Industrial potentiality implies ehtefty : 
good factories, good general organ- 
zation, an adéquate transport sys- 
fem, well-trained technical personnel. 
How | strikingly identical are these 
‘qualities with the requirements of 
the modern army! ‘With the excep~ 
tion of a few. blinded communist 
fanaties (but most of them can safely 
be assumed to be more demagogic 
than blinded), everybody will at 
‘once 'admit Getmany’s high superior 
ity over Soviet Russia in all these 
qualities. Besides, a great part of 
the Russian army, in spite of the 
‘Russo-Japanese Pact, must be kept in 
the Far"East, which ‘at least equalizes 
the strain upon. Germany's army 
caused by the occupation of the con- 
quered territories, We may neglect 
the war in Africa on account of the 
comparatively small forces involved. 
11 is of minor importance whether 
‘this superiority Ig of the magnitude 
‘of two, three, or five to one, and it 
would ‘also be dificult to estimate it. 
But, in any case, that means that 
“Russia is at the merey of Germany. 

‘Why, then, does Germany not take 

quick advantage of. this "favourable 

situation, which may deteriorate the 
moment Great Britain is able to ham. 
per: Germany's industry mts effe 
tively ? 

‘There seems to be, I think, one 
chief deterrent factor in Germany's 
aggressive attitude towards Soviet 
Russia, Tt is the danger of a revolu- 
tlon in Russia, So far revolutions as 
deus ex machina have failed several 
times already, within the last few 
years even, to full the expectations 
cherished On tho' behalf, I myself 
believe that a successful revolution 
Is impossible against a still intact 
miiitary and police machine. But in 
Soviet Russia, where 200° million 
people are Kent aliva on the verge of 

wuman endurance. fed. chiefly with 
promises of future prosperity and 
with the propaganda pletures of 

+ miserable outside world at war, where 
the deficiencies are explained away 
‘on the ground of the necessity, of 
keeping and strengthening the.“ 
vineible" Red Army which .eventual- 
ly will erush the capitalist world, any 

‘major defeat or obviously unfavour- 

able concessions that could not easily 

‘be explained away, would rapidly fan 

to open flames the glow below the 



































seemingly dead ashes. T am painting 
this gloomy pleture of the Red Pa- 
radise with a certain claim of au= 
thority, having left that country only 
recently after a rather long involun- 
tary stay. 

‘Such a revolution would destroy 
any industrial and agricultural output 
from which Germany is now inereas- 
ingly drawing certain advantages. 
Pothaps still more important would 
be the effect on the communist sul 
versive propaganda throughout 
part of the world which today sup- 
ports Germany, Tt would nally 
Open the eyes of a deceived world to 
the real conditions in Soviet Russia, 
an enlightenment which could not be 
‘easily explained as capitalist propa- 
ganda 

T think, therefore, that Hitler and 
Stalin will soon come to an agree 
ment favourable for Germany only, 
but allowing Statin 0 continue his 
reign over the poor Russian nations 
for the future “glory” of the ideas 
of Marx and Lenin. 

‘But let us not allow our conviction 
of the ultimate victory of humanity. 

+ over terrorism to be affected by this, 
Seemingly unfavourable fact. This 
development is natural, Soviet Rus- 
Sia belongs to the other side and It 
was the tragic error of the Chamber- 

+ Tain era to have based its polley upon 
a contrary conception. This Is no 
criticism, but we must realize facts 
and clear our viow. 

Democracy seems slow in bringing 
ts forces into battle, Only now, after 
almost two years of war, the U.S.A. 
is realizing that this war means busi- 
ness, and this giant is at last pre- 
paring for action, 

‘We may have to live through very 
hard and bitter times yet, but, fnal- 
ly, there will be no” escape for the 
poor cheated peoples of Germany, 
aly, Soviet Russia, and those who 

stil 'might Join them, from the dis 
astrous defeat in this’ war that they 
alone imposed upon the world.

A Suggested Remedy 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cutxa Datey News” 

Sin—With reference to Mn E. S. 
Wauxinson’s, "Stray Notes” in your: 
newspaper today. In which he dis- 
‘cusses a complaint from a friend to 
the effect that a pair of magples 
which have built ‘a nest in thelr 
garden appear {0 be driving all the 
other birds away, 1 would like to put 
in a word for the magpies. 





‘This morning, as T was reading the 
“Stray Notes" in question, there were 
three magpies on my lawn, five or 
six doves, a pair of masked haw- 
finches. several bulbuls and a couple 
of dozen oF so sparrows all feeding 
peaceably together. Later a couple 
of black birds turned up. 

‘The magples have a nest in a tall 
poplar tree in my neighbour's garden 
Overlooking my own garden, and they 
fare regular visitors to the latter ail 
the year round, So far from the 
other birds being driven away. they 
fare actually increasing in this neigh- 
bourhood, mainly on account of the 
food T regularly put out, 

‘There is only one time in the year 
‘when the magpies become aggressive 
and chase the other birds. and that 
Is when thelr young have hatched 
Out and before they are old enough 
to leave their nest. 

‘The only other birds with which 
the magpies seem to have a perman- 
ent “feud are the — azure-winged 
magpies, 

T think if Mr. Wrexrxson's friends 
will provide plenty of food for their 
bird visitors they will have no need 
to. complain that the magples are 
driving them away. I scatter the 
food all over the lawn. which T find 
more satisfactory than placing it on 
a bitd-table, as I used to do. This 
Takes it possible for all the smaller 
birds to get their share even when 
‘the magpies are most truculent,

AMIBD forces in Syria are continuing their advance towards 


Damascus and Beirut. 


‘A communique issued from British 


Headquarters in Cairo states that the movement is proceeding 
satisfactorily and the general impression is that the Arabs’ reaction 
to the troops’ arrival is favourable.

‘A military spokesman in Cairo re~ 
vented that since Sunday afternoon 
The advance “had proceeded to an 
average depth of 38.0 40 malles, Only

Great Risks 
“We have run very great risks 2n 
order to sustain the ‘war in. the 
‘Mediterranean and nobody can be the 
fudge whether we should have run 
more risks or exposed ourselves to 
heavier punishment at home for the 
sake of “fortitying and  multiply:ng 
the Cretan airfields. without having 
full and intimate knowledge of all

‘Mr: Churchill declated: “It is not

‘The question arose whe- 
ther we should try to defend Crete 
of yield it without ght, Nobody 
‘who bears the responsibility for the 
Geeision to defend. Crete was, 
Ignorant of the fact that condl- 
tions permitted only a most meagre 
British air support to be provided for 
our troops in the island or for our 
Fleet operating round the island. It 
was not a fact that dawned upon ‘the 
military and other authorities ater 
the decision had been taken. It was 
the foundation of a diMieult, harsh 
holce whether Crete should’ be 
fended ‘without effective alr support 
or whether the Germans should be 
permitted {0 occupy it without 
opposition. 


Grave Questions 


“Some say we should never have 
fought without superior or at least 
ample alr support. and ask when this 
esson will be learned. - Questions 10 
be settled are not always between 
what is good and had. ‘Very often 
it Is a cholee between iwo very ter- 
rible alternatives, If you cannot have 
this essential and desirable air sup- 
port, must you yield important key 
pointe” one after another? Others 
have told me: You should defend 
‘no place that you cannot be sure you 
can hold. ‘Then one must ask; Can 
fone ever be sure how a battle will 
Sevelop before it is fought? 

“If the principle of not defending 
any place You eannot be sure of hold-

Responsibility Accepted 

“As anyone can see—apart from 
the question pf whether you have 
adequate supplies or not—who met 
sures the distance from our airfields:

‘There has been in fact sinee 
1041 almost as many British as there 
‘are Australian and New Zealand 
troops engaged in all operations in 
the Western Desert, in Greece and 
Im Crete, Losses during this year 
compared with the numbers engaged 
fare slightly heavier for the British 
than for Dominion troops.

Regiments at Crete

Mr, Churchill continued: | “Of 95,- 
00 lives lost hitherto in this war at 
home and abroad at least 85,000 
come from the Mother country. 
‘Therefore I repel and repudiate the 
German taunts on behalf of both the 
Mother country and of the Domin- 
fons, Australia and New Zealand 
themselves. 

“It might well be asked ‘why hav. 
ing begun the batile of Crete, 
‘you not persist In the defence of the 
island. You could bring 17,000 men 
safely to return to Egypt. Why could 
not you have reinforced with 17,000 
men to carry on the batile.1 

“The moment it was proved we 
could not crush the airborne land- 
Ings before the Fleet losses became 
too heavy to hold off the seaborne 
landings. Crete was lost and it was 
necessary to save what was possible 
of the army. 

‘Wonderful Thing 

“It is one thing to take off 17,000 

‘men with side-arms and another to

“Nevertheless, it would be a mis- 
ake 4o go to the other extreme and 
belittle the remarkable achievements 
of our country and its armed forces, 
There are many things for which 
We may be thankful, ‘The air attack 
fon this island hus. rot overwhelmed 
us, Indeed, we have risen through 
It ‘strengthened and glorified, There 
is no truth in the statement that the 
production capacity of our factories 
fs falling off at an alarming rate, Tt 
may not be going so fast ag we 
would like, and if anyone can tell 
us how to’ make it go. faster, he 
will be rendering a great service, 
but it is not simply “a question: of 
giving very strident orders and de- 
mands, ‘There is much more than 
that in making the whole of our 
factories go properly, But It is the 
exact reverse of the truth to say 
tho productivity is falling off at an 
alarming rate, 

“In guns and tanks, for instance, 
the monthly average for tho first 
quarter of 1041 was 60 per’ cent, 
greater than in the last quaxter of 
1940. ‘The output for the month of 
May was the highest yet reached and 
‘more than double the monthly rate 
for the last quarter of 1940, We 
have not been overwhelmed by air 
allacks, and our production, far 
from Being beaten down by’ dis 
organization from the attacks, has 
‘been increasing at a very high rate, 


Atlantic Battle 


“The Battle of the Atlantic is 
also being well maintained, In 
January Hitler mentioned March as 
the peak month of his effort against

“Prodigal efforts were thade to 
bring cargoes and to protect the 
ships, and these exertiors have not 
failed, Tk is much easier to sink 
ships ‘than to build them or to bring 
them safely across the ocean, We 
have lately been toking a stronger

‘The pay of a Lance Corporal is 94. 
a day more than that of a private 
Soldier ‘(which is 2/6d. a day), ‘but 
fat present T hold the rank “Acting 
tunpaid.”"

change here is $8 (straits) to £1. 
We got a “Colonial Allowance of 20 

» cents (approx 5%d.) per day paid

‘what that square mile Took like. Tt is simply 

nothingneds, the .canals wandering through 

empty,'derelict. wastes. with the remains. of 

{the ruined cathedral in the midst. After the 
st war attempts, were made by some pro- 
Germans to ‘prove that the Huns had -not| 
committed: the. atrocities laid to their charge. 
‘To any such special pleaders in future there 
is one answer which covers everything, “Look 
at Holland, A race that can commit ‘such a 
crime as that,-ean do. anything.” 

But the Netherlanders are anything but 
finished: "Their war effort today is far from 
Inconsiderable. Almost the whole Nether- 
lands Navy escaped intact and is doing 
vigorous work on the: Atlantic and round our 
coasts, Netherlands airmen have brought 
down not a few German machines. ‘The 
Netherlarids Government out. of its own re~ 
sources pays all the ‘éxpenses of its armed 
forces, which Include ‘a Netherlands legion. 
Over ‘seventy fighters and thirty bombers 
have been bought by: Netherlands subscribers 
here and’ abroad for the RAP. And: over 
1,000,000, tons of Netherlands merchant 
shipping have been added to the common 
stock, Also .in Holland itself, the Nether~ 

ders maintain a never-ceasing struggle. 
sometimes by passive, sometimes by active 
resistance, which all the German’ terrorism 
seems powerless to put down, 

‘At a time when we are naturally rather 
worried about the Middle Eaff, it is surely 
worth looking back on the successes won 
by: forces apparently overwhelmingly out- 
numbered. “At Dunkirk, our Air -Force, 
which so largely gontributed to the army's 
escape; was. utterly outnumbered. In the 
Battle of Britain our Aghters went tp against 
‘odds of anything trom ten to, twenty to one 
and beat the Luftwaffe out of the sky. In 
Libya General Wavell's army was barely one 
seventh of the prisoners it took. In Greece 
the German divisions actually identified were 
twice the number of the British and there 
were probably more, without counting the 
large Austrian forces employed. ‘True we 
had to retreat but we know that the German 
killed and wounded (Hitler's fantastic state- 
ment on this subject proves only that he 
dares not tell Germany the truth) were at 
least, ten times what we suffered and at 
the end to have successfully drawn off 80 
fer cent. of our Army wax surely a wonder- 
ful feat, which reflects undying glory on the 
tiny rearguard lett to cover their retreat. 

‘These facts do not make us think any more 
kindly of the’ successive Governments which 
starved our defences for years before the war, 
specially while the Germans were devoting 
their whole strength to rebuilding their war 
machine. But at least they must make us 
feel more confident than ever as we look 
to the future, 
































‘The improvement in the shooting down of 
night bombers is most acceptable. ‘That the 
» Germans begin to find that bombing civilians 
from great altitudes is not the pleasant 
pastime they once enjoyed, is evident from 
Yecent talks on the radio, ‘One of them this 
week gave a graphic accbunt of his encoun- 
ter with one of those new and extremely 
fast English night Aghters 
“He gives uy a frst burst, disappears be- 
fore our gunners can reply: He is an ex- 
cellent pilot. Then he comes at us again, 
Another burst. His bullets tear holes in our 
fuselage. Then a third attack, 

‘Everything seems blown {0 pieces inside 
our ‘eabin, "We turn towards the sea, ‘The 
Englishman: turns too, 1¢ Is impossibie to 
shake him off. We go down until we are just 
above the water. We want to force him to 
attack .us from above, Even this move does 
not make him change his mind, He is still 
after us. He is on our tail.” 

This machine got home with only one 
motor working, its landing gear smashed, 
and 107 holes in its fuselage. Tt was 
lucky, Bright moonlight nights of course 
help: the defence greatly. But we may 
believe that our whole method of night 
Aghting improves, Tt is a pity that six 
‘months ago some rather over-optimistic 
statements were made about “other devices’ 
besides aeroplanes and’A. A. guns, which are 
now mentioned in the offical reports of bom- 
bers downed. With any new device a long 
Perlod of trlal and errors is inevitable and 
even if it proves a success there is the fur- 
ther time required for its manufacture. But 


























Itsls clear that we are doing better against 
night valders than the Germans, in spite of 
the foet that our men have so much further 
to Ay over hostile tervtory than the enemy. 

In connection with the Norwegian Quislings 
brought here fori our naval raid-on the 
Lofoten islands, there are dificulties of 
putting them on trial owing to the limitations 
of the Norwegian Government's powers in 
England, This will be remedied by a. most 
interesting Bill presented in Parliament by 
the Home Secretary, under which the various 
Governments established here, Potish, Nether= 
Tonds, ‘Belgian and Norwegian, sill be em= 
powered to try their nationals in thelr own 
Courts, according to thelt own laws, and with 
thelr own judges and court offcieis, ‘There 
is no precedent for action of this Kind, but 
it is clearly necessary. One difficulty that 
the Bill will overcome is that of dealing with 
insubordination among crews of foregn ships. 
Ih most respects the peoples trom other lands 
now temporarily sojourning in England are 
$0 well behaved that the arm of the law has 
little to do with them. But it should ob- 
viously have the power to hit out if neces- 
sary. "What this Bill does in effect is to male 
Great Britain a large reproduction of Shang 
hal with all its Consuler Courts. it ill be 
Interesting to see whether, if an Englishavan 
has a suit against, say, a Norwegian, he will 
have io bring it in the Norwegian Court 

Mr, Churchill has given the name of the 
defender of Tobruk, General Leslie Mocsheas, 
who is a most interesting character. Born at 
Ballarat 82. years ago he wes otiginally a 
‘schoolmaster. He joined up directly the first 
German War degan and fought at Callipolt 
and afterwards in France, where he was six 
times mentioned in despatches and won the 
DSO, and CMG. After the wat he went 
back to Sydney, married and settled down as 
shipping agent. But with the first note of 
the bugle in 1099 he was off again to the wat. 
In the last war hie rose to command the 39d 
Australian Battalion, one of the smavtest in 
the whole Army which covered itself with 
glory at Messines in March 1918, by counter- 
attacking and defeating a much bigger Ger- 
man force. 

Th this war he is @ general commanding 
te 9th Division. He is a small, dapper, very 
active man, a whale on discipline, ealled bY 
his men a “Holy Terror” but adored by them 
for his courage and dash. "Before the action 
at Messines he addressed his men thus: "We 
have no artillery to aupport us and we don't 
know where the British line Is. So, my lads, 
we are going ahead,” ‘That is eieatly his 
way at Tobruk, 

















ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


June 8—Syria and Palestine are mentioned 
very often in our newspapers these days and 
fa fruit tree very common in those countries 
Is attracting a io, of attention at present in 
our local gardens. ‘This Is the “Apple of Car- 
thage” or Pomegranate (Punica Granatum). It 
is a handsome plan, that is grown here more 
for Us attractive double scarlet or creamy: 
yellow flowers, than for ite frult. There are a 
Tew trees here, however, that are cultivated 
for thelr fruit, ‘but in most cases, the fruit 1s 
of a very Mediocre quality; much too bitter 
for our taste. Jn Syria, the fruit ripens in 
August, the seeds of the sweet variety being 
fextracted from the hard leathery rind and 
served with sugar. We find that the pome- 
Branate was grown in the early days of Egypt 
‘and that “it was cultivated along the shores of 
the Red Sea long before peaches and other 
fruits were introduced from Persia. ‘The so- 
called Cape Jasmine (Gardenia radicans) is 
also in full flower: there is a largerflowered 
species grown locally as well as the above, but 
we have not -yet seen it flowering this year. 
‘The pure while flowers of the Gardenias are 
very {ragrant, perhaps too,strongly scented for 
many people, ‘but they are’ nog used extensive- 
ly for house decoration here: they attract too 
many insects and hundreds of these nay be 
found in each lower. Perhaps the most showy 
of the plants in flower. these days is the peren- 
nnlal Coreopsis. which is producing its masses 
of golden-yellow flowers in most herbaceous 
borders and shrubberies. ‘The annual eoreopsis, 
loften referred to as a Calliopsis, is also in 
flower and many plants are blooming in odd 
corners from self-sown seed. We have many 
varieties of this popular flower to choose from 
‘and as most of them flourish under very ad- 
verse conditions, they are worth growing. Some 
fare crimson and gold, others yellow and brown, 
while some varieties have a narrow zone of 
chestnut-brown in the centre: one of the best, 
however, {§ Atrosanguinea—a variety with dark 
red flowers that is extremely useful for break 
ing up the groups of yellow which we see so 
often watt, 
































June &—One of the most atirsctive of our 
shrubs Oleander (Nerium Oleander) has started 
to provide us with its annual display of bloom. 
We noticed some large shrubs in a garden o: 
Avenue Halg that looked, from a. distance, as if 
they were covered with snow ; It isa very beau- 
tiful pleture. ‘The plants are facing north, 
‘whlch is not supposed to be a very good loca- 
tion: but they are very much at’ home. The 
oleander is, at times, a diffcult plant to es- 
lablish, 1¢ often refuses to grow successfully in 
‘an exposed situation, but once it does become: 
established, it thrives. We remember well an 
fold. group in Hongkew Park, there were about 
fa dozen large shrubs exposed to the bitterly’ 
feold winds that can blow across that place 
fduring the winter: every autumn they were 
carefully protected with straw; but during 














1937 conditions rendered the carrying-out of 


routine duties diMoult. and the plants were 
left unprotected. Some had been damaged dur- 
ing the preceding summer; but those that were 
alive in the autumn came through the winter 
with nothing worse than a slight “burning” of 
the Collage: they Mowered extremely well the 
following spring. The oleander is not the only 
Mediterranean shrub that hes become acclimat- 
ized here: the Mediterraneen Heather also 
rows exceedingly well and serves as a sub. 
stitute for the plant that many of us know so 
well, Day lilies (Hemerocallis) are brighten 
ing-up our borders with thelr orange-coloured 
Mowers thay last for one day only: these 
plants require little or no attention, clumps 
may be left undisturbed for years and they 
will continue to provide 2 good display of 
flowers. Occasional transplanting and division 
‘of the roots does improve them, however; old 
Fools become weak through lack of sufficient

STRAY NOTES 


June 7—I had a rather bitter complaint 
from some old friends the other day: they 
s(ate that a pair of Magpies have built in 
their garden and have chased all the other 
birds out... and they appear to think that I 
am In some way to blame. I admit that I 
have defended Magpies for some years. so it 
may be reasonable that I should be charged 
with all their sins. My experience is that, 
although Magpies can be a nuisance in a 
garden, you can still have plenty of other 
birds Ina place where they reside: perhaps 
it has something to do with the size and make. 
up of a gatden: here I have only about five 
‘Mow in all (less than an acre) but there are 
plenty of trees and shrubs which I planted 
years ogo. In, addition fo Maggie and Father. 
with thelr anfual brood of anything from two 
to six, we have Blackbirds, Doves, Bulbuls. 
[sparrows and sundry smali-fry all feeding 
together: now a pair of Orioles have built in 
‘one of the ash trees, and old Pa Oriole yodels 
to us from dawn till’ dark. In spite of ali thelr 
sins I still find Magpies amusing. Maggie, by 
the way. is beginning to snub her brood of 
the year when they come to bes for food— 
first sign that they will soon be sent away to 
fend for themselves in the country: the 
youngest of this year's “mixed pickles” sidles 
up to her and opens his bill: she gives him 
a nasty look, puts a tiny plece of food in his 
mouth, and waddles off to feed herself. In the 
servants’ yard, beside the washing’ green 
Lady Godiva lives her own little lite, 
fs not interfered with by any of the garden 
birds: she remains a great favourite with all 
the staff and has cultivated a liking for cold 
tripe: when this is cut into slivers she treats 
‘each piece like a worm and thoroughly enjoys 
it: her only avian visitor is Maggie's eld 
the clever boy-friend who goes to share her 
food. I have, decided to name him Peeping 
Tom (quite a nice name for a bird) ... because 
he is the only one who thinks of looking at 
Lady G—esw. 
































June 9.—Birds seem to be natural imperl 
{sts with’ very strong views concerning terr!- 
tory. My garden birds, for example, have 
always regarded nof only the little plece of 
ground within my fences, but also 'a quite 
considerable strip of country around ~ the 
gorden, 9s being within their terrain: and 
they ake prepared to fight for it against all 
comers....even though humans do have the 
nerve to bulld new houser and make new 
gardens. Hence the following story. 

‘A newly built house behind my” garden hi 
a three-piece chimney-stack with a flat con- 
erete cover (Chinese style) making a perfect 
avian aerodrome: our birds seldom use it, but 
that_makes no difference to thelr principles. 
Yesterday a Heron dropped out of the sky and 
Janded on that little sanctuary exactly” like a 
porachutist....great wide wings held high over 
his head. Landing in perfect shape he stret- 
hed out his long neck in the “alert” attitude: 
then, afver a minute or so, feeling that he was 
quite safe, he pulled in his neck and settled down 
for a rest. But he little knew that scores of sharp 
eyes were watching him from our shrubbery: 
within a few seconds several members of our 
Magpie family had buzzed up and landed on 
the airfield: well might the intruding Heron 
urn round to face his enemies, ay the num. 
‘bers rapidly increased. Amongst those present 
were the whole of Maggie's family (young 
and inexperienced, but nevertheless alert) 
stalking round this mysterious invader: then 
‘a couple of Blackbirds, anxiouy for the safely 
of their young, whizzed over the Heron's head 
‘and did a little dive-bombing: Bulbuls, getting. 
wind of the fact that there was a ght In 
the offing, flashed up into the alr and joined 
in the general mobbing: it reminded me of 
the behaviour of birds when an Owl appears 
in daylight....or the inhabifants of Limerick 
fon the day of a hurley mateh....but it did 
not last long. The invading parachutist un- 
folded his wings and flew gracefully’ away’... 
‘and so my little story breaks down: for this 
is precisely what a parachutist cannot do—
